A Vegetable ‘‘Admirable Crichton.” A T R E A T I S E 


Probably the most useful tree in - 
the world is the cocoanut palm, every 
portion of which is put to good use. 

The trunk is used for building 
houses, for making furniture and 
farm implements and cotintless other | 
articles, Hollowed out, it makes a 
canoe. Its leaves are used for thatch- 
ing, leaf-stalks for paddles and fish- 
ing lines. The blossoms in bud make | 
preserves and pickles, besides serving 
as a staple vegetable. | 

From the pith of the trunk js de- 
rived a kind of sago, and from the 
flowers sugar and vinegar. The ripe 
cocoanut is a valuable article of diet. 
The white kernel produces a delicious 
cream, a good substitute for milk; 
while the oil is used as a lubricant 
for soap and candle-making. It is 
also applied to counteract the stings 
of scorpions. The refuse of the oil, 
or oileake, is valuable as food for 
animals and poultry, and as fertilizer 
fcr the soil. From the shell, drink- 
ing cups, spoons, lamps, firewood, 
and even tooth-powders are obtained. 
The husk supplies fibre for mattresses 
and cushions, brushes, and mats, 
ropes, cable-nets, and even the har- 
ness for bullocks. The web sustain- 
ing the foot-stalks is made into 
strainers and torches,

Oldham, August 14th, 1911, 

The Editor Claresholm Review, 
Dear Sir, J 
It is a fortnight since I arrived 
in England where I have been slowly 
cooking. The weather is exception: 
ally hot, the thermometer registering 
90 in the shade, which is, « record 

for this country. 

I left Calgary Sunday morning 
July 16, 1911, and stayed in Winni 
peg all day on Monday July 1%, 
visiting the Fair, leaving Winnipeg 
on the Tuesday morning. T arrived 
at Montreal Thursday morning and 
spent Thursday and Friday in Mont- 
real and sailed by S. 8. ‘Laurentic’ 
at 3:30 a.m. Saturday, she is a ‘fine 
ship. After being roasted alive on 
the train, in Winnipeg and Montreal, 
sailing down the St. Lawrence from 
Montreal to Quebee was a treat. We 
arrived at Quebec about 4:30 p.m, 
took on the mail and left for Liver 
pool shortly after 5 o'clock, Every- 
thing went well until we entered the 
straits ol Belle Is'e where we encoun- 
tered fog and ice. One day accord- 
ing to the ships'chart we passed 63

Rank of Lumber Provinces-1 910. 


The total lumber cut of the Dom-' 
nion of Canada for 19l0 has just 
been compiled by the Forestry | 
Branch. Reports were received from | 
2763 firms operating sawmills, which ; 
is nearly 700 more than reported last 
year, Thus the 1910 report is a bet- | 
ter estimate of the actual lumber 
production than ever before. Nearly 
five bi-lion feet of lumber was cut 
during 1910 throughout the nine 
provinces of Canada, which represents | 
a total value to the country of seven- 
ty-five and a half million dollars. | 
This is about fifteen million dollars | 
more than the value of the 1909 
lumber cut. Ontario, as in former 
years, holds the premier position as 
i lumber province. Its forests are 
made up of diversified species, which 
enabled it to produce one-third of 
the Jumber for the Dominion. Bri- 
tish Columbia, however, will soon 
take Ontario's place, from predictions 


In 1909, 
ths Western province produced a 
trifle over half as much lumber as 


was cut in Ontario, while for last year 
the amounts returned from the two 
provinces were practically the same. 
Although one-quarter more lumber 
was cut in Quebec in 1910 than in the
